Then may follow the Offertory and Sermon. 
After whiehf the Minister^ standing at the Altar, 
shall say one or more of the following sentences : 

P>LESSED are they that do hunger and 
-^ thirst after righteousness : for they 
shall be filled. St Matt v. 6. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ said, My Father 
giveth you the true bread from heaven. For 
the bread of God is he who cometh down 
from heaven, and giveth life unto the world. 
I am the bread of life : he that cometh to me 
shall never hunger ; and he that believeth on 
me shall never thirst. St John vi. 32, 33, 35, 
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And the Spirit and the Church say, Gome. 
And let him that heareth say, Come. And 
let him that is athirst come. And whosoever 
will, let him take the water of life freely. 
Bev. xxii. 17. 

By one Spirit are we baptized into one 
body, and have been all made to drink into 
one Spirit. Being many we are one, being 
partakers of one bread. 1 Cor. xii. 13 ; 
X. 17. 

Behold, I stand at the door and knock : if 
any man hear my voice, and open the door, I 
will come in to him and will sup with him, 
and he with me.

IF The persons to he married and their friends being 
assembled^ the Minister shall say : 

T^E ARLY beloved, we are gathered together 
^^ here in the sight of God, and in the face 
of this company, to join together this Man 
and this Woman in holy matrimony ; which 
is an honorable estate, instituted of God, 
adorned and sanctioned by Christ's presence 
at the marriage of Cana of Galilee, and set 
forth and commended in the Christian Scrip- 
ture as innocent and honorable to all who 
engage in it not unadvisedly or lightly, but 
reverently, discreetly, and soberly, with purity 
of heart, and in the fear of God. Therefore, 
if any man can show just cause why these two 
may not lawfully be joined together, let him 
now speak, or else hereafter forever hold his 
peace. 
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IT Then speaking to the persons about to be married^ 
the Man standing at the Woman^s right hand, the 
Minister shxiU say : 

T REQUIRE and charge you both, as ye will 
-■■ answer before him who knoweth the 
secrets of all hearts, that if either of you 
know any impediment, why ye may not be 
lawfully joined together in matrimony, ye do 
now confess it. 

^ If no impediment be alleged, the Minister shall 
say to the Man, addressing him by his Christian 
name: 

A yT WILT thou have this Woman to thy 
IV ±. wedded wife, to live together after / 
God's ordinance in the holy estate of matri- 
mony? Wilt thou love her, comfort her, 
honor, and keep her in sickness and in health, 
so long as ye both shall live ? 

IT The Man shall answer : 

I will. 

IT Then shall the Minister say to the Woman, address- 
ing her by her Christian name : 

"VT WILT thou have this Man to thy wedder 
•^ ^ • husband, to live together after God 
ordinance in the holy estate of matrimon; 
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Wilt thou love him, comfort him, honor, and 
keep him in sickness and in health, so long 
as ye both shall live ? 

IT The Woman shall answer : 

I will. 

% If the giving away of the bride he omitted^ after the 
answer of the Woman, I will, the Minister may 
say: In testimony of the purpose mutually ex- 
pressed, let your Troth be given to each other, 

IT Then shall the Minister say : 

Who giveth this Woman to be married to 
this Man ? 

IT Then shall they give their Troth to each other in 
this manner : — The Minister, receiving the Woman 
at her father* s or friend* s hand, shall cause the 
Man with his right hand to take the Wom^n by 
her right hand, and say after him as followeth : 

T M. take thee N. to my wedded wife, to 
^ have and to hold, from this day for- 
ward, for better for worse, for richer for 
poorer, in sickness and in health, to love and 
to cherish, till death do us part, according to 
God's holy ordinance : and thereto I plight 
thee my troth. 
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IT Then shall they loose thsir hands, and the Woman, 
tvith her right hand taking the Man by his right 
handy shall likewise say after the Minister : 

T -ZV^. take thee M. to my wedded husband, 
^ to have and to hold, from this day for- 
ward, for better for worse, for richer for 
poorer, in sickness and in health, to love and 
to cherish, till death do us part, according to 
God's holy ordinance : and thereto I give thee 
my troth. 

T The Minister, having received the Ring from the Man, 
shall deliver it back to him, to put it upon the 
fourth finger of the Woman's left hand. This 
being done, and the married persons again joining 
hands, the Minister shall say : 

T^HIS Ring is consecrated as the token and 
"^ pledge of your mutual truth and affec- 
tion ; and worn upon the hand of the woman 
becomes the accepted symbol of that spiritual 
union which it is the oflBce of marriage to 
secure. And by it you declare yourselves 
husband and wife, according to God's holy 
ordinance. 

IT The Husband and Wife shall severally answer: 

I do. 
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IT Then the Minister shall say: 

pORASMUCH as M. and N. have con- 
^ sented together in wedlock, and have 
witnessed the same before God and this com- 
pany, and thereto have engaged and pledged 
themselves to each other, and have declared 
the same, by giving and receiving a ring, 
I pronounce them henceforth Husband and 
Wife. 

% Then the Minister shall join their right hands to^ 

gether, and say : 

Those whom God hath joined together, let 
no man put asunder. 

% Then the Minister shall say : 
Let us pray. 

r\ ETERNAL God, giver of all spiritual 
^^ grace, send thy blessing upon thy ser- 
vants, whom we bless in thy name. Enable 
them to perform the covenant which they 
have now made in thy presence. May they 
dwell together in peace and love, in holiness 
and comfort; in the Christian faith, and in 
the practice of all Christian virtues. Bless^ 
preserve, and keep them ; fill them with all 
spiritual benediction and grace ; that they 
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may so live together in this life, that daily 
they may enter into the life everlasting. We 
ask this in the name, and as the disciples of 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen, 

IT Then the Minister shall say this Benediction : 

nPHE peace of God, which passeth all 
•*■ understanding, keep our hearts and 
minds through Jesus Christ. Amen.

father towards his children. You know also 
that a father, whether he dote upon his child, 
or whether he chasten him, continueth a 
father in both cases, and loveth him in the 
one no less than in the other. 

Think the same of God, as touching your- 
self : that while he gave you good days, he 
loved you ; and that now he sendeth you some 
evil, he loveth you still, and would not have 
sent you this evil, but to be a cause unto you 
of greater good, that, being called home 
thereby, you might be at peace. 

IT Thm shall the Minister^ kneeling down^ say the two 

Prayers following : 

/^ LORD, look down from heaven : behold, 
^^ visit, and relieve this thy servant. 
Look upon him with the eyes of thy mercy ;

Before the mountains were brought forth, 
or ever thou hadst formed the earth and the 
world, even from everlasting to everlasting, 
thou art God. 

Thou tumest man to destruction ; and say- 
eat, Return, ye children of men. 

For a thousand years in thy sight are but 
as yesterday when it is past, and as a watch 
in the night. 

Thou carriest them away as with a flood ; 
they are as a sleep : in the morning they are 
like grass which groweth up. 

In the morning it flourisheth, and groweth 
up ; in the evening it is cut down, and with- 
"■reth. 

Thou hast set our iniquities before thee, our 
ret sins in the light of thy countenance. 

We spend our years as a tale that is told. 

The days of our years are threescore years 
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and ten ; and if by reason of strength they be 
fourscore years, yet is their strength labor and 
sorrow; for it is soon cut ofE, and we fly 
away. 

So teach us to number our days, that we 
may apply our hearts unto wisdom. 

Make ua glad according to the days wherein 
thou hast afflicted us, and the yeara wherein 
we have seen evil. 

Let thy work appear unto thy servants, and 
thy glory unto their children. 

And let the beauty of the Lord our God be 
upon us : and establish thou the work of our 
hands upon us ; yea, the work of our hands 
establish thou it. 

T Here, if the Pealm be read, a Hymn may be sung. 

It Then shall follow this Lesson from 1 Cor, xt. : 

"VrOW is Christ risen from the dead, and 
■^ ^ become the firstfruits of them that 
slept. 

For since by man came death, by man came 
also the resurrection of the dead. 

For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive. 

There is one glory of the sun, and anothr 
glory of the moon, and another glory of t' 
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stars ; for one star differeth from another star 
in glory. 

So also is the resurrection of the dead. It 
is sown in corruption; it is raised in incor- 
ruption : 

It is sown in dishonor ; it is raised in glory : 
it is sown in weakness ; it is raised in power : 

It is sown a natural body ; it is raised a 
spiritual body. There is a natural body, and 
there is a spiritual body. 

And so it is written, The first man Adam 
was made a living soul ; the last Adam was 
made a quickening spirit. 

Howbeit, that was not first which is spirit- 
ual, but that which is natural ; and afterward 
that which is spiritual. 

The first man is of the earth, earthy : the 
second man is the Lord from heaven. 

As is the earthy, such are they also that 
are earthy ; and as is the heavenly, such are 
they also that are heavenly. 

And as we have borne the image of the 
earthy, we shall also bear the image of the 
heavenly. 

Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and 
blood cannot inherit the kingdom of God; 
neither doth corruption inherit incorruption. 
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Behold, I show you a mystery: We shall 
not all sleep, but we shall all be changed. 

In a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, 
at the last trump: for the trumpet shall 
sound, and the dead shall be raised incorrup- 
tible, and we shall be changed. 

For this corruptible must put on incorrup- 
tion, and this mortal must put on immor- 
tality. 

So when this corruptible shall have put on 
incorruption, and this mortal shall have put 
on immortality ; then shall be brought to pass 
the saying that is written. Death is swallowed 
up in victory. 

death, where is thy sting? grave, 
where is thy victory? 

The sting of death is sin ; and the strength 
of sin is the Law. 

But thanks be to God, which giveth us the 
victory through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye 
steadfast, unmovable, always abounding in 
the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know 
that your labor is not in vain in the Lord. 

IT Or the Minister may read one or more of the follow 

ing Lessons :

T ET not your heart be troubled, saith the 
^^-^ Lord, our Redeemer : ye believe in God, 
believe also in me. 

In my Father's house are many mansions :

And I will pray the Father, and he shall 
give you another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you forever; 

Even the Spirit of truth ; whom the world 
cannot receive, because it seeth him not, nei- 
ther knoweth him : but ye know him ; for he 
dwelleth with you, and shall be in you. 

I will not leave you comfortless : I will come 
to you. 

Yet a little while, and the world seeth me 
no more ; but ye see me : because I live, ye 
shall live also. 

Peace I leave with you, my peace I give 
unto you. 

Let not your heart be troubled, neither let 
it be afraid. 
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2 Corinthians iv., v. 

"POR our light affliction, which is but for a 
-^ moment, worketh for us a far more 
exceeding and eternal weight of glory; 

While we look not at the things which are 
seen, but at the things which are not seen : for 
the things which are seen are temporal ; but 
the things which are not seen are eternal. 

For we know that if our earthly house of 
this tabernacle were dissolved, we have a 
building of God, a house not made with hands, 
eternal in the heavens. 

For in this we groan, earnestly desiring to 
be clothed upon with our house which is from 
heaven : 

If so be that being clothed we shall not 
be found naked. 

For we that are in this tabernacle do groan, 
being burdened : not for that we would be un- 
clothed, but clothed upon, that mortality might 
be swallowed up of life.

A ND I saw a new heaven and a new earth : 
-^^ for the first heaven and the first earth 
were passed away ; and there was no more 
sea.

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And I John saw the holy city, new Jeru- 
salem, coming down from God out of heaven^ 
prepared as a bride adorned for her husband. 

And I heard a great voice out of heaven 
saying, Behold, the tabernacle of God is with 
men, and he will dwell with them, and they 
shall be his people, and God himself shall be 
with them, and be their God. 

And God shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes ; and there shall be no more death, 
neither sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there 
be any more pain ; for the former things are 
passed away. 

And he showed me a pure river of water of 
life, clear as crystal, proceeding out of the 
throne of God and of the Lamb. 

In the midst of the street of it, and on 
either side of the river, was there the tree 
of life, which bare twelve manner of fruits, 
and yielded her fruit every month ; and the 
leaves of the tree were for the healing of the 
nations. 

And there shall be no more curse : but the 
throne of God and of the Lamb shall be in 
it ; and his servants shall serve him : 

And they shall see his face ; and his name 
shall be in their foreheads.

Therefore are they before the throne of 
God, and serve him day and night in hie 
temple : and he that sitteth on the throne 
shall dwell among them. 

They shall hunger no more, neither thirst 
any more j neither shall the sun light on them, 
nor any heat. 

For the Lamb which is in the midst of the 
throne shall feed them, and shall lead them 
unto living fountains of waters : and God shall 
wipe away all tears from their eyes. 

And there shall be no night there ; and they 
need no candle, neither light of the sun ; for 
the Lord God giveth them light : and they 
shall reign for ever and ever. 

And he said unto me, These sayings are 
faithful and true. 

And every creature which is in heaven, and 
on the earth, and under the earth, and such as 
are in the sea, and all that are in them, heard 
I saying, Blessing, and honor, and glory, and 
power, be unto him that sitteth upon the 
throne, and unto the Ia.mb for ever and

UNIVEESALIST PROFESSION OF BELIEF 
AND CONDITIONS OF FELLOWSHIP. 



Adopted as an amendment to Article III. of the ConBtitu- 
tion of the General Convention, at its session in Bo8ton,«0cto- 
ber 28, 1899. 

I. The Pn^esaion cf Beiitf adopted at the session at Win- 
chuUr^ N. H., A.D. 1803, is as follows : 

Article I. We believe that the Holy Scriptures of the Old 
and New Testaments contain a revelation of the character of 
God and of the duty, interest and final destination of mankind. 

Articlb II. We believe there is one God, whose nature is 
Love, revealed in one Lord Jesus Christ, by one Holy Spirit of 
Grace, who will finally restore the whole family of mankind to 
holiness and happiness. 

Article III. We believe that holiness and true happiness 
are inseparably connected, and that believers ought to be care- 
ful to maintain order and practise good works; for these things 
are good and profitable unto men. 

n. The ConditionB of FeUawMp shall be as follows : 

1. The acceptance of the essential principles of the Univer- 
salist Faith, to wit : 1. The Universal Fatherhood of God ; 
2. The Spiritual authority and leadership of his Son, Jesus 
Christ; 8. The trustworthiness of the Bible as containing a 
revelation from God ; 4. The certainty of just retribution for 
sin ; 6. The final harmony of all souls with God. 

The Winchester profession is commended as containing these 
principles, but neither this nor any other precise form of words 
is reqidred as a condition of fellowship, provided always that 
the principles above stated be professed. 

2. The acknowledgment of the authority of the General 
Convention and assent to its laws. 

A Creed embodying the Conditions of Fellowship affirmed 
at the session of the (^neral Convention held in Chicago and 
in Boston.

Forty days preceding Easter, 
Sundays omitted. 

LENT. Ash Wednesday to Easter. 

PALM SUNDAY. The Sunday next preceding Easter. 

MAUNDT THURSDAY. The Thursday next preced- 
ing Easter. (The Last Supper. ) 

GOOD FRIDAY. The Friday next preceding Easter. 
(The Crucifixion.) 

XIASTER DAT is always the first Sunday after the Full 
Moon which hapi)en8 upon or next after the twenty-first day 
of March; and if the Full Moon happens upon a Sunday, 
Easter Day is the Sunday after. 

ASCENSION DAT is forty days after Easter. 

"WHITSUNDAT, or Feaat of Pentecost, is seven weeks 
after Easter. 

« EDUCATIONAIi SUNDAT (Educational interests 
of our Church and Home Missions). The third Sunday in 
May. 

* CHILDREN'S SUNDAT. The second Sunday in 
June, or as near as possible. 

* MEMORIAL SUNDAT (for commemorating those 
friends who have been taken away by death). The first Sun- 
day in October. 

* ALL SOULS' SUNDAT. The first Sunday in 
November. 

THANKSGIVING DAT. Such day as may be 
appointed by the civil authorities.
